Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Aimual  Report  on.  the  -state 
of  the  health  of  the  district  for  t.he  year  1^67o 

The  vital  statistics  call  for  little  comnient  l:>ut  once  again 
it  is  satisfactory  to  record  the  absence  of  deaths  from  maternity 
and  any  of  the  commoner  infect,ious  diseases. 


The  need  to  maintain  immunity  again.st  infections  from  .infancy 
until  school  leaving  age  is  reached  should  be  remembered,  a.s  Indeed 
should  the  value  of  protective  injections  especially  against  the 
typhoid  group  for  those  travelling  abroad. 


With  the  virtual  elimination  of  tuberculosis  from  raw  or 
untreated  milks  in  most  parts  of  the  country  attention  .is  direcred 
towards  the  ascertainment  of  the  'jnknown  amour^.t  of  Brucellosis  which 
appears  in  the  community  as  the  result  of  drinking  a raw  or  “untreated® 
milk.  Until  this  preventable  infection  is  controll,ed  by  veterinary 
efforts  it  is  wise  to  drink  only  those  rrdlks  whio.h  are  designa.ted  as 
*heat  treated®. 


In  May  the  Mass  X-Ray  Services  visited  most  parts  of  the  district 
and  from  the  response  of  attendances  it  was  clear  that  annual  visits, 
at  least  of  this  nature,  vrould  he  appreciated  and  especially  in  the 
absence  of  any  fixed  base  in  the  district  where  persons  could  attend 
because  of  their  ovm  choosing  or  on  the  advice  of  their  orm  doctor. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  owing  to  the  state  of  the  National 
exchequer,  existing  plans  to  proceed  with  the  establishment  of  the 
clinic  premises  in  Chobham  could  not  be  expedited,  InirS  ,]cint  project, 
associating  itself  with  the  needs  of  the  Youth  dnt re  and  for  the  vrelfare 
of  the  elderly,  was  devised  vn.th  due  regar-d  for  tne  economic  use  of  one 
building  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  project  may  before  long  be 
given  its  r’ightful  priority. 

The  work  of  the  Old  People®  s 7/elfare  Committee  continued  to 
expan.d  in  a variety  of  directions  and  their  many  activities  deserrve 
the  continued  support  of  all  concerned. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  viiich  Dr,  Cock  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  G-uildt’ord  continues  to  give  us  on  all  aspects  of  bacteriological 
investigations  and,  in  conclusion,  may  I thank  the  Council,  the  Clerk  and 
the  Chief  Officers  for  their  help  aiid  consideration  on  all  healrh  problems 
and  the  general  practitioners  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times,

There  are  four  Health  Visitors  in  the  district  whose  essential  duties 
are  concerned  with  the  School  Health  and  Ifeternity  and  Child  liTslfare 
Services.  The  scope  of  their  work  is  gradually  increasing  to  embrace  ether 
aspects  of  the  personal  hea.lth  service,  especially  among  prohlem  families, 
the  needs  of  old  people,  and  the  supervision  of  cases  of  menta.l  disorder 
under  the  Mental  Health  Act^  of  1959°  A Health  Visitor  is  attached  to  a 
G-eneral  Practitioner's  G-roup  Practice  ^^ith  the  object  of  closer  co-operation. 

Home  Help  Service , 

The  "Neighbourly”  Home  Help  scheme  continued  to  be  most  helpful  during 
1967,  and  in  some  measxire  relieved  the  demand  for  rhe  Home  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council  operate  a system  for  making  extra  pa^yments  initially 
to  Home  Helps  to  cleai'-  up  premises  where  there  is  the  need  and  an  additional 
plus  rate  where  it  is  necessary  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  a reasonable 
standard.

The  Chest  Physician  is  in  attendance  at  St^  Peter’s  Hospital, 

Chertsey'o  New  cases  are  examined  there  and  if  confirmed  as  tuberculosis, 
the  homes  concerned  are  visited  and  contacts  of  the  patient  are  invited 
to  attend  for  further  examination.  Clinical  and  4=ray  examination  of 
these  contacts  are  carried  out  and  arrangements  are  made  for  tuberculin 
testing  and  B.C,&,  vaccination,  if  found  necessary.

Dtoring  the  year  the  B„C.G„  vaccination  scheme  was  pursued  in  the  Couinty 
maintained  and  Independent  Schools  and  some  227  children  were  involved. 

About  76  per  cent  of  parents  agreed  and  after  the  preliminary  Mantoux  skin 
testing  was  completed,  it  was  found  that  94^  of  children  were  Mantoux  negative 
and  therefore  in  need  of  vaccination.  126  vaccinations  consequently  were 
given  to  children  during  their  thirteenth  year,  and  1/  to  children  over  the 
age  of  13  years,  who  for  one  reason  or  another  had  previously  missed  vaccination. 

Schools. 

There  are  in  the  district  eight  Primary,  three  Secondary  Modern  and 
four  Independent  Schools.  It  is  customary  for  Head  Teachers  of  County  and 
aided  Schools  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  abfSences  from 
schools  in  the  case  of  suspected  infectious  disease.

The  three  samples  of  untreated  milk  which  failed  the  Methylene  Blue 
Test  were  all  in  respect  of  milk  produced  and  bottled  at  a farm  outside 
the  District  and  the  Divisional  Milk  Officer  was  accordingly  ad.vised.

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The  phosphatase  test  gives  an  indication  of  effective  pasteurisation,  and  the

Ice  Cream. 

With  the  exception  of  one  manufacturer'  of  comple'^e  cold-mix  ice  cream, 
all  ice  cream  is  produced  outside  the  area.  The  bulk  of  the  ice  cream  is 
prepacked  by  firms  of  national  repute  and  sold  from  shops,  in  addition  a few 
mobile  vans  trade  in  the  District,

Water  Supply, 

The  Parish  of  Bisley  is  supplied  by  the  Woking  V/a.ter  Company  and  the  Parishes 
of  Chobham  and  Windlesham  by  the  So'uth  West  Sarbur-ban  Water  Company, 

Twenty  samples  of  v/ater  were  taken  from  these  two  supplies  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  satisfactory  by  bactericl.ogical  standards  which  show  in  all 
the  samples  an  absence  of  B,  Coli  per  1OO  ml,  of  water. 

The  South  West  Surburban  Water  Coarpar.y  extended  the  numser  of  main  ser-'rlces 
by  3372  yards.  3O7  houses  in  the  District  were  coruuected  to  mains  water  in 
1967o 

The  Woking  and  District  Water  Company  expended  the  number  of  main  services 
bj'"  2739  yards  and  4 new  houses  in  Bisley  were  oorioected  to  the  mams  in  1967<. 

The  length  of  main  laid  will  eventually  serve  the  Bisley  Prison  development.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in 
reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals « The  water  is  very  hard  in 
character  but  not  excessively  so  and  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral 
constituents.

The  Public  Health  Office  had  no  staffing  problems  throughout  Idle  year 
and  consequently  it  was  possible  to  maintain,  at  a satisfactory  level,  the 
routine  inspections  of  premises,  particularly  of  those  coming  within  the 
scope  of  the  Office  Shops  and  Railway  Preiid,ses  Act,  1963  and  the  Pooo.  Hygiene 
Regulations,  19603  The  standard  of  premises  is  generally  good  but  routine 
inspections  are  invaluable  as  an  assiarance  against  a dropping  off  in  the  high 
standard  necessary,  particularly  in  the  ease  of  food  premises o Oxar  friendly 
relationship  with  local  traders  continued  and  a willing  response  was  given  by 
them  to  any  requirements  considered  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  standards o 

On  the  rodent  control  side  there  was  no  increase  in  rat  or  mice  infestation 
in  the  district  and  it  is  reassuring  to  note  that  for  the  second  successive  year, 
the  test  baiting  of  sewers  indicated  no  rodent  infestation  from  this  source o 

Whilst  labotor  difficulties  continued  in  the  cleansiijg  service,  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  it  was  found  possible  to  maintain  a weekly  collection 
of  refuse  throughout  the  district » The  added  volume  of  refuse  to  be  collected 
as  a result  of  natural  increase  arid  development  of  new  properties  has,  over- 
recent  years,  been  offset  by  the  introduction  of  compression  type  c-ontinaaus 
loading  collection  vehicles  and  in  September  a further  vehi.cle  of  this  type 
was  brought  into  service  o During  the  year  260  new  houses  were  built  and  at 
the  year  end  270  properties  were  under  construotiono  This  substantial  new 
housing  development  is  programmed  to  continue  over  the  next  few  years  and  it 
will,  in  the  near  future  be  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  refuse 
collectors  employed,  and  eventually  t®  introduce  a new  collection  roundj 
if  weekly  refuse  collection  is  to  continue o 

From  the  1st  January  196?  the  frequency  of  cesspool  emptying  was  increased 
by  the  offer  of  a fifth  "free”  clearance  per  yearo  This  had  been  found  possible 
as  a result  of  the  connection  of  properties  to  main  drainage,  particularly  in 
the  West  End  area 3 The  added  number  of  requests  which  would  be  received 
during  the  year  was  an  unknown  quantity  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  wo  were 
without  a driver  for  the  second  cesspool  machine  for  nine  monthrS  of  the  year, 
we  were  fortunate  that  the  increase  call  on  the  service  was  not  excessive. 

It  was  found  possible  to  maintain  a reasonable  period  between  request  for  and 
clearance  of  cesspools,  but  this  was  only  achieved  at  the  expense  of  a considerable 
amoxmt  of  overtime  working 3

During  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year  two  Bedford/Eagle  Crushload 
continuous  loaders  and  one  Shelvoke  arid  Drewiy  fore  and  aft  tipper  were 
engaged  full-time  on  refuse  collection  on  the  xhree  maiii  rounas. 

In  September  the  S & D,  vehicle  was  replaced  by  a new  continuous  loading 
vehicle.  In  addition,  a Shelvoke  and  Drewry  vehicle  was  employed  one 
day  per  week  collecting  refuse  from  Valley  End,  part  of  Barrow  Hill  and 
Brickhill.

All  refuse  continued  to  be  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Broadford  Lane,  Ghobham,  siteo 

Site  clearance  and  excavation  was  carried  out  with  the  International 
B6K3  Drott  Tractor,  and  thi,s  produced  more  than  sufficient  covering  for  the 
deposited  refuse « During  the  warmer  periods  the  tip  was  sprayed  two  or  three 
times  per  day  against  fly  infestation  and  at  no  time  was  there  any  serious 
infestatioHo 

In  addition  to  the  estimated  120  tons  of  refuse  brought  into  the  tip 
from  collection  within  the  Rural  District  each  week,  an  agreement  exists 
with  Woking  Urban  District  Council  to  dispose  of  some  60  tons  of  refuse 
per  week  into  the  tip*

As  from  the  1st  January,  1967  the  ‘free®  emptying  of  cesspools  was 
increased  from  four  to  five  per  yearo  This  offer  of  increased  service 
had  heen  found  possible  following  the  connection  of  properties  to  main 
drainage,  particularly  in  the  West  End  area,.
